M, J. Patel, managing partner 
of the International Sports Co., 
gave evidence that he was con- 
victed of uttering a forged docu- 
ment connected with the present 
case on January 14. He said 
he obtuined material in Hong- 
kong and passed them on to the 
Wah Shing Factory — the 
accused’s factory—for processing, 
in accordance with samples 
given to him (Patel) by the 
consignects overscad. 

Wiiness sald he was no! con- 
cerned with the nmrcthods of:
